Whole of the Machinery of the Broth- 


erhood May Be Put Into Operation 
For Enforcement of Contract Abro- 
gated Last May — President Harrl- 
man Defines His Position. 


Peoria, 111., Jan, 4.—The base of ac- 


tion of Grand Master John J. Hanna- 
han and the members of the grand 
executive board of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive' Firemen and Enginemen 
was transferred to Chicago, where the 
sessions will open today. Just before 
caving his oflice Mr. Hannahan stated 
n an interview that he would "settle 
his fight or lose it after a hard 
fight." Following the meeting the 
members of the grand executive board 
will be assigned to places on the Har- 
riman lines In the west, and in the 
event" of the failure to bring about a 
ettlement the whole of the machinery 
if the organization will be put into 
motion for the enforcement of the 
ontract with the Southern Pacific 
railroad, which, was abrogated last 
May when the contract was signed 
with the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, regardless of consequences. 


Chairman Dillon of the grand ex- 


'ecutive committee declined to make 
a statement of the campaign which 
will be waged to compel submission 
on the Harnman lines. Grand Mas- 
ter Hannahan was also conservative 
on this point. - 


President Harriman in a telegram 


to Grand Master Hannahan expressed 
a desire that the troubles be solved by 
arbitration, adding that his position 
in the past on this method of settle- 
ment has not been changed, but under 
the present conditions it would be im- 
possible to bring about a conference 
with this object in view unless the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
became a party to such, and this 
Grand Master Hannahan declines to 
accept, as his telegram of Jan 1 to 
Mr Harriman indicated that he does 
not deem it fair that either party be 
brought into the controversy or the 
settlement of the grievances of the 
firemen's brotherhood.

AT ELLIS ISLAND 


More Than a Million Arrived 


Year From Foreign Ports. 


New York, Jan. 4 —During the year 


1906, 
just closed, 1,198,434 persons ar- 


rived at New York from foreign ports, 
according to a statement made public 
at Ellis Island by the department of 
commerce and labor. There were 119,- 
231 first cabin, 134,286 second cabin 
and 944,917 steerage pasengers 
Of 


these, 134,988 cabin and 920,843 steer- 
age passengers were -aliens, making 
the total number of Immigrants arriv- 
ing at this port for the year 1,055,931. 
Among the cabin passengers there 
were 118,529 citizens of the United 
States, while 24,074 of the persons 
coming in by steerage were citizens 
of this country. The largest number 
came from Hamburg.
